In this county wo have four 
^iudB of sjuirrels, the grey squi- 
el, the Amoricafi red squirrel or 
airy-diddle, tho ground squirrel 
>r chipmunk, and the flying squir¬ 
'd. The last named is an animal 
which moves at night and is rare¬ 
ly soon. The grey squirrel is 
{ood for food and affords sport 
which is unexcelled in hunting.; 
rhe legiolauro certainly meant to 
>rot@et that variety alone. The [ 
,ed squirrel is killed for its flesh 
sometimes but it is too small to be 
worth the powder and lead requir¬ 
'd to kill it. Its habitat is in the 
woods and it rarely troubles the 
farmer. 

But ouo of the worst varments 
we have to contend with is tho lit¬ 
tle ground squirrel which we have 
inadvcrtntly protected by this act. 
O io would think that the logisla- 
tu e would as willingly protect 
snakes os to prevent this troyblft, 
soma animal from being killed. 
It could r.ovor be classed as game, 
it boars about tho same relation 
io game animals that tho English 
sparrow does to a wild turkey. It 
is destructive to tho last 
degree to the cornfields of 
the State when corn is first 
coming up, and it is a common 
thing for big two hundred pound 
fanners to pursue the little nui¬ 
sance with a bore almost large 
enough for the game to creep 
■down the barrel. When the squir¬ 
rel is killed it is often bdtrfrn into 
pieces and only leaves a spot on
